Double Patenting Rejection 



The Examiner rejected claims 6-8, 10, 11, and 16 on the grounds of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 18 and 19 of the Kim U.S. 
Patent Nc . 6,934,645. With this response, Applicant has submitted a Terminal Disclaimer, 
Consequently, it is believed that claims 6-8, 10, 1 1, and 16 are now in condition for allowance.
